Thomas Dixon, Jr., 
preacher, It-cturer and author of 
national reputation, is his brother. 
Dr. Dixon's fatlier has led in the 
buii|ding of 17 churches and has 
baptized fi.ooo persons. He is. 84 
years old and is yet in vigorous 
bodily health and mental con^itiop. 
He is in the 54th year of idk pirelMht 
iwistorate. 

Dr. Dixon was cprivefied 
m^ng conducted by his father, not 
fair from the family hoiiie when he 
was 11 years old. He says the touch 
of an old farmer's finger made him 
a preacher. When asked how that 
y^as J^r. Dixon gave substantially 
th«|i)21pwing account of thie matter: 
was 18 years old and was ex- 
" to study law. His father 
conducting a revival, the in- 
ih which seemed to demand 
its continuance, ,so young Dixon was 
sent to explain his father's delay in 
arriving at another church where 
he was then due. Young Dixon 
went and delivered his father's mes- 
sage and there it was that the nota- 
ble finger touch occurred. An old 
farmer standing by reached out his 
hand and placed one finger on the 
boy's knee and asked him to conduct 
the service for v.'hich they had as- 
sembled. Reluctantly, but impelled 
by a sense of duty wliich would not 
let him decline, he yielded to the 
persuasion of the ohi fainier and 
took charge of the serv ice. He read 
the story of the Prodigal Son; what 
else he aaid he says he does not know, 
and intimates that it was exceeding- 
ly little. There was some talking 
by others and at the close of the 
service there were some inquiries. 
He was invited back and accepted 
the invitation. He preached "from 
hand to mouth" for two weeks and 
there were forty conversions. And 
this was the way the touch of an old 
fanner's finger made a preacher. 

Dr. Di.xon gratuated from Wake 
Forest College, in North Carolina, 
in 1875. He then preached for a 
time for two country churches in 
hia native state. While engaged 
with thesa churches he baptized one 
hundred persons in answer to prayer 
In a period of nine months. When 
the last Lord's Day of the time ar- 
rived he had baptized 94 persons. 
Five more made confession at the 
morning service and that afternoon 
as he was about to baptize a lady, 
her hushfuid presented liim.self to be 
baptized with her, making thus the 
hundredth convert. 

Dr. Uixon left this early work and 
its inspiring successes to attend the 
Southern Baptist Theological Sem- 
inary, then located at Greenville, 
South Carolina. Thence he went to 
Chapel Hill Baptist church at the 
University of North Carolina. Here 
were enacted some stirring events in 
his ministrj'. He lived at first in the 
University, but a sermon on "The 
Ball and its Iniquities" arouseii the 
indignation of the sensitive society 
folks of the University community 
and the young preachersought other 
lodgings. But the students 
tinueii to play pn^nks on him, even 
putting out the lights in the church 
keep him from <^tinuing 
services.

derman) of the University of Vir- 
ginia. This was the beginnhig of a 
i revival that continued to the end of 
the ! his pastorate there. 

His next work was at Asheville, 
n his n.itive state. He continued 
li re foi three and a half years, re- 
' i\ ing into his church during that 
period about three hundred converts 
and a.ssisting other pastors in re- 
vivals. 

The evangelistic spirit of Dr. 
Dixon is happily illustrated by a 
single event of his life at Hultiinore. 
Here he became pastor of a fashion- 
able congregation with a small but 
elegant house of worship, the pews 
of which were then rented. The 
somewhat exclusive attitude apt to 
be inferred from the circumstance 
that the pews were rented was not 
pleasing to the new pastor. So he 
gave a lecture on the subject of 
renting pews, its origin and history, 
and then voted his people as to 
whether the pews should thereafter 
ted or free. Laughingly the 
Dr. tells now how free pews received 
one vote. However «t the expira- 
tion of a few months the new pastor 
had brought his people over to his 
own views and seats were made free 
by a unanimous vote. While in 
Baltimore Dr. Dixon preached often 
at a down-town theatre. The first 
service of this kind which he held 
resulted in 150 conversions. 

It was in 1890 that the Dr., then 
having become one of the most dis- 
tinguished of Baptist preachers in 
this country, went to Brooklyn. He 
remained in Brooklyn during ten 
years, filling his ministry with the 
same firm evangelism which had 
characterized his earlier years. 
During this pastonKt» he became » 
companion and fellow-worker with 
such world-famous evangelists as 
Moody and McNeil. With these two 
he conducted special services at the 
World's Fair in Chicago and with 
the latter a similar campaign in New 
York. In a single meeting at Brook- 
lyn during this series he witnessed 
convulsions ap4 tiie services 
brought tb his own chtirch 200 new 
members. 

Dr. Dixon's ehurch in Boston is 
what is called an institutional church. 
He says he is trying to make it a 
spiritual church, "Institutionalism 
is a weight and not wings, but for 
certain churches a necessary weight, ' ' 
one of his own statements. 
The buildings of this church for 
orship and for school and other 
purposes are six in number. Regu- 
lar work is begun in one or more of 
these buildings daily at 9 o'clock in 
the morning and is brought to a 
close at 10 o'clock at night. Nine 
persons, five men and four women 
are employed to assist in superin- 
tending and teaching the Sunday 
School, in carrying on an Industrial 
School and a Kindergarten and in 
irsing the sick who are indigent, 
r. Dixon divides his own time 
ually between his v,'oik in Boston 
and such out-of-town work as he 
does by giving four days of each 
week to the former end three days 
to the latter. These meetings of 
three days duration have in some 
cases been very fruitful of conver- 
sions, two of them in two successive 
weeks in the same town not long 
ago having resulted in 400 conver-

Naturally such an inspection 
leans toward the side from which it 
gete it* appointment, and becomes 
more and more unreliable and un- 
satisfactory. 
Years ago both the Hopkinsville 
. and Claricsville markets had such 
system and it became so unbearable 
that a change had to be made. 
After a hard fiKht by the buyers on 
both markets, a system was estab- 
lished byjwliich the inspectors 
elected by the joint vnice of both 
the buying and .sellinp interests. The 
Farmers' Organization now pui 
poees to wipe all that away, aod to 
^ve us a system of inspection that 
Ins been found, from experimce, to 
dieastronsly unsatisfactory.
